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SENSELESS PROPAGANDA 


And no\v the action of the Federal Re- 


serve board in lowering the r-rliscomil 
rate on the alleged appeal of the 
heads 


of British. German and French cental 
banks is to be turned into anti-British 
propaganda. A leading Chicago news- 
paper devotes an entire column on its 
first page to an attack on the British gov- 
ernment revolving about this incident. 
Although admittedly, if the facts are as 
stated, the request for assistance came as 
much from Germany and France as from 
England, the anti-foreign spleen is vented 
on the latter alone. 


The article to -which we refer goes on 


to relate how the British out-maneuvered 
the United States in both the "Washing- 
ton arms and Geneva conferences: how 
Lloyd 
George caused Harding and 


Hughes to expand the jurisdiction of the 
"Washington arms conference to include 
Far Eastern questions in order to make 
a trade with the United States for abro- 
gation of the Anglo-Japanese 
alliance: 


how the British came to Washington 
pleading inability to pay their war debt 
in full and induced the United States to 
cancel 20 per cent of the obligation. 


Of course, it does not matter that most 


of these complaints are fictitious and rest 
dn half-truths and assumptions that are 
not warranted. There are no facts to sup- 
port the bald statement that England got 
the best of us in either the "Washington 
or the Geneva conference. 
In fact, it is 


generally agreed that the former was 
dominated entirely by the United States, 
and that the treaty there negotiated was 
the product of American initiative and 
statesmanship. As for the stalemate at 
Geneva, we think it is pretty well agreed 
that it places Great Britain in a less fav- 
orable light than the United States, and 
that American representatives won a 
moral victor}- in having their position 
upheld by Japan and in convincing most 
of the world of the righteousness of their 
demands. When we corne to debt settle- 
ment Great Britain is paying a larger 
percentage of her obligations to the Unit- 
ed States than any other nation, and this 
despite an economic condition worse than 
that of either France or Italy. 


The Federal Reserve board has not 


y&i admitted that it lowered the discount 
rate for the benefit of foreign banks. If it 
did and no harm has resulted to Amer- 
ican business and credit, and it has help- 
ed both in Europe, we fail to see wherein 
the step "was wrong. On the other hand, 
if it has been damaging to American in- 
terests, the injury should be specified and 
shown to actually exist. Xo good purpose 
is served by haranguing against foreign 
nations and least of all Great Britain. 


There is a portion of the press which 


ceaselessly seeks to raise misunderstand- 
ings and suspicions in the minds of 
Americans touching everything Euro- 
pean and our relations with its leading 
powers. This might have found some 
justification a hundred years ago. or even 
£ generation ago. when militarism and in- 
Jrigues there were a potential menace to 
American security, but not today-. There 
is a strong Disposition in Europe to see a 
J5ew light, io try and bi:5Id t:p an assured 
peace and to deal with the rest of the 
"U'orld iranklv and ho3-e;tlv. It seems to

has important relationship to 
physical 


well-being, 
self-respect 
and 
mental 


health. 


It has been demonstrated that longev- 


ity increases with cleanliness. Back in the 
sixteenth century, when people had little 
respect for soap and water, twenty years 
was the average span of human life. In 
this, the era of the universal bathtub and 
daily bathing, fifty-eight years is 
the 


longevity average. The Cleanliness insti- 
tute has a unique mission. Il" it succeeds 
in lessening the number of the unwash- 
ed it will make a worth}- contribution to 
civilization. 


But one is puzzled that of all countries 


the United States shduld be the birth- 
place of such an organization. Certainly 
there are more bathtubs here than in any 
other country and every American has 
access to soap and water, something not 
all nations can boast of. 


Lacking full particulars as to the ob- 


jective of the movement, those who talk 
over much of their daily bath will assume 
it is aimed at those who bathe but twice a 
week, and the latter will say such a move- 
ment is for the good of those who have 
not progressed beyond The Saturday- 
night-bath stage in the evolution of 
cleanliness. And. no doubt, those who 
bathe once a week will -oetition the insti- 
tute to draft a law making fewer or more 
baths an offense against society.

The radio experts believe this is noth- 


ing unusual, but the lay mind is still too 
much hemmed in by old limitations to 
grasp the full significance of this devel- 
opment of broadcasting. 
There is still 


something uncanny in the-thought that 
a man talking quietly into a machine in 
Chicago can be heard simultaneously in 
Australia. South Africa. Europe and 
America. Xothing in fiction, fable, myth- 
ology or black magic ever surpassed this. 


Millions of people, some thousands of 


miles away from the ring, followed the 
fight blow by blow with the eyes of the 
announcer at the ringside and knew the 
outcome within the 
same ten seconds 


that it was known to those at the ring- 
side. The disappointment of thousands of 
fans who could not witness the fight was 
assuaged by the opportunity to follow its 
progress by radio. But while radio eases 
the suffering of the absent fan. it is mak- 
ing rabid enthusiasts of many men and 
women who have never seen a fight and 
who will see one at the first opportunity. 
So it is making new customers for Tex 
Rickard more rapidly than it takes old 
ones away from him.

1 
Care not take the chance of shaking- the confidence 
of readers by promoting unsound thories or by at- 
tacking- unassailable facts. I am constantly striving 
to win the confidence of new readers and to bold it. 
When 1 have sained the reader's confidence in the 
scientific accuracy and the disinterested honesty of 
the advice or teachings 1 offer, then. 1 believe, as 
my dentist friends says, 1 can do some good. JIj 
ambition is to command such confidence that I may 
tell a reader that the thing- he thinks is perfectly 
white is really black and he will know it must be 
so.

doctor bait. 


Will the correspondent heed the advice or even 


accept my -word against the slick insinuations in the 
quack doctor or nostrum booklets? That, I suppose, 
depends on the degree of confidence the correspon- 
dent has in me. 


It ought to be impressed upon the laitj- by all 


teachers or advisers who are not themselves en- 
gaged in exploiting popular credulity, that it is 
unwise to read anything about sickness, ill health, 
disease, unless you have reasonable assurance that 
the author is on the square. That assurance you 
cannot have if it is a quack doctor book or a mail 
order healer's pamphlet or circular, or a short cut 
healer's trade canvassing letter .But it is an even 
chance you will ask who is to give you the neces- 
sary assurance, and I smilingly answer "William 
Brs.dv, JI. D-, at your service." Of course, there are 
plenty of other disinterested sources, but I had bet- 
ter not mention them now, lest it weaken some 
reader's confidence. 


If you are still with me about this, may I not 


add just another straw—it is even more foolish to 
read anything about health, hygiene, diet, physical 
training, unless you have had the O. K. of a com- 
petent disinterested expert or authority- on it.

Slippery Subject 


If I am not mistaken, I saw once in your col- 


umn that white petroleum, jelly made by the —; 
company served the same purpose for a lubricant 
as various mineral oils. KB. S. J.) 


Answer—It is a slipperytsubject and 
there is 


much confusion about it. I myself had always as- 
sumed that "vaseline"' was a common name for pe- 
troleum jelly or -what is medically called soft pe- 
trolatum. But -when I so employed the term I re- 
ceived a sharp reminder from a proprietary firm 
that it is their trademark name and since then 
I have referred to it as petrolatum (official name) 
or petroleum jelly (popular name.) Xow in Eng--' 
land this same substance is called soft paraffin. In 
fluid form or rather liquid, it is called liquid paraf- 
fin. In America the liquid form is popularly called 
mineral oil and also it is sold under many special 
trade names such as American oil. Russian oil. If 
one has no great repugnance for soft petrolatum it 
-,vill serve the same purpose as the more expensive 
liquid petrolatum or mineral oil- The ordinary yel- 
low petrolatum jelly is not so easy to take internal- 
ly as a finer grade known as -unite petrolatum or 
white petroleum jelly.

The new prospect is none other than 
William Cameron Forbes, of Boston,

servative, 
business-like 
administra- 


tion of the nation's affairs. 


Xo aggressive campaign 
is con- 


templated in Mr. Forbes' behalf. It is 
stated; at least not for some months. 
When a dark horse wins a nationU 
contention contest it is almost invar- 
iably because he develops the essen- 
tial qualities of a compromise can- 
didate, rather taan by reason of ?ny 
starthng- strength as an Active aspir- 
ant he may suddenly display. 


This, then, is the present plan pro- 


jected for the Forbes candidacy: let 
the so-called active candidates make 
the running and get Into as bitter a 
contest as may be—the bitterer the 
better: keep the Boston man favor- 
ably before" the party and the public, 
stressing his acceptability 
to the 


friends "and backers of all the other 
contenders, and then when it appears 
that the convention is to be dead- 
locked and no other candidate can be 
named without engendering to much 
bad feeling, bring Forbes forward in 
the niferests of peace, harmony, and 
the best chance of carrying the elec- 
ion.

ture the nomination. They say that 
Mr. Hoover is stronger now than 
he will V>e six months from now and 
predict that when President Coolidge 
and his advisers see this to he true 
they will he ready to turn to a man 
like Forbes.

A 
little more than a year later President 
Taft appointed him Governor General 
and he held that office almost four 
years, when he resigned. In 1921 he 
was named by President Harding as 
a member of the Wood Forbes Com- 
mission to investig_ate conditions in 
the Philippines. 


He isa man of commanding pres- 


ence and is rated as a forceful and ef- 
fective speaker. He has never held an 
elective office, so his record as a 
vote-getter has yet to be made. 


He is unmarried, which may or 


may not recommend him to women 
voters.

MOVE OVER 


By E., Pettit

In some way or other, the younger 


generation, our better classes, and the 
idle rich get into a good proportion of 
each year's fiction. All three ele- 
ments-tile most reckless of the young 
generation, 
the best of the better 


classes and the very, very idle rich, 
are to be found in MOVE OVER, by 
E. Pettit published recently by J. H. 
Sears & Company. Palm Beach, Eu- 
rope. New York — every pleasure 
ground known to money te the set- 
ting. And the plot is only the tale of 
how fabulous wealth can destroy. 


One hates to admit 
it. 
But the 


story is a faithfully drawn sketch of 
Palm Beach life. 
A grim, sophistic- 


ated social philosophy pervades 
it, 


with its touchstone—"maybe you can 
afford to be seen with the wrong peo- 
ple. 
Frankly I can't." The wealthy 


Sheila saps the self respect and vital- 
ity and dignity from her husband — 
the son of an Oshkosh postman. In- 
fidelity., obscenity, "boredom and snob- 
bishness are the fundamentals of liv- 
ing, in this stagnating- world of too 
much money. There is only one mo- 
ment when the reader is conscious of 
something wholesome in the air—that 
moment 
comes in a description of 


Daphne—Daphne, "leading dignity to 
living, serving bacon and eggs." 


But, of course, the sense of un- 


reality keeps the book from disturbing 
our simpler illusions too much. 
So 


few of us need to worry about the dis- 
integrating effects of too much money. 


TVe haven't it—never will have it, 


and so we aren't so upset about the 
rapid decline in morals it may bring 
—that is, if MOVE OVER tells the 
true story- 
Many wise observations 


make the book worth reading even 
though it is hard not to feel,that one 
is reading a fairy story upside down, 
with the inevitable ending "they did 
not live happily ever after." 


One of the best scenes in the book 


is the 'court scene' 
where royalty 


takes its ease, because only the blue- 
bloods of many countries are there 
to see. The queen fits in very aptly— 
the queen who had that stiff unease 
which passes the world over as dig- 
nity. She is the only one present in 
that room of rococo individuals who 
is assured of her position and blood. 
But the others are infinitely more 
natural. However, the author admits 
that even the queen's royal 
logic 


'eame to conclusions even as yours 
and mine, .unhampered by evidence." 


One little trick of the writer ought 


to be especially commented upon —• 
the panorama method of portraying 
a large group of people. She conveys

month, yet /they have not matured. 
This may be due to easy money con- 
ditions, or to improved 
tions, or to some other 


trade condt- 


The 


fact remains that failure statistics in- 
dicate an improvement in the situa- 
tion. On the other hand, a series of 
advertisements which have been is- 
sued by a certain Casualty Indemnity 
company tend to show an entirely dif- 
ferent situation. 


"A recent advertisement is headed 


'43 per cent of firms in business are 
losing money.' 
This statement 
is 


based upon certain corporations in- 
come tax figures, showing that out of 
417,421 corporations reporting, 
only 


236,389 made a profit. "Without doubt 
thees figures are largely made up of 
retailers, especially small independent 
relaiiPrs. who are attempting to stand 
up against chain store competition. 
This especially applies to retailers in 
cities, who, for the past few years, 
really have been working for their 
'analords. The cha;n store installment 
business and high rents have been the 
bane of small retailers. Cham stores 
are inevitabile and must be accepted; 
the installment business has come to 
stay, but is about at its peak for the 
present era. This means that the im- 
mediate problem is a question of rent. 


"A study of 
the 
rent situation 


shows that there has been a tremen- 
dous advance, both in house and store 
rents, during the past ten years. In 
most sections store 
rents are now 


double pre-war rents in some large 
cities they are treble and quadruple. 
AVithout doubt, in some sections large 
rents are justified even m the case 
of homes. Even with the present high 
rents, the man who pays rent to live 
in a house is better off than the man 
who owns the house. Tenants require 
so much and repairs are so expensive 
that there is much trouble 'and little 
profit in building homes to rent. As a 
mle, however, this criticism does not 
apply to stores. Business property is 
usually an 
attractive 
investment. 


There is no excuse for business rents 
going up as they have in 
certain 


cities. 
Furthermore, it looks very 


much as i£ business rents were now 
at their peak in certain sections. This 
applies not only to retail stores, but 
also to offices. Statistics rather indi- 
cate that the small 
business 
man 


will receive some relief in the near 
future 
from high 
rents;—at 
least 


there is no reason for any retailer to 
pay more rent from novr on. 


"There is a tendency today to for- 


get the importance of retailers. The 
retailer is. the common soldier in the 
army of prosperity. There are about 
2.000.000 of these soldiers all working 
to take care of the output of our mills 
and factories. The retailer is the life 
blood of"the industrial community. He 
has a trust to perform and a service 
to render. Moreover, the failure of 
many retailers to recognize this fact 
is the reason why so many of them 
are now not making more money. 
Some economists Believe that 
there 


are too many inefficient retailers to 
day and this may be true. Certainly 
nothing would 
help 
lengthen 
the 


present era of prosperity more than 
to have every retailer attend to busi- 
ness, render good service and really 
help his customers. , 


"Although the volume of business 


throughout the country is very good 
today, there is a general lack of pro- 
fits. 
Volume is increasing; but pro- 


fits are declining. This especially ap- 
plies to the retail trade. Charts of 
retail trade indicate that there is a 
tendency for the large stores to get 
larger and the small stores to get 
smaller. The truth is that this ap- 
plies in a general way to all forms of 
industry, the larger corporations seem 
to be getting larger and richer, while 
the 
small 
corporations seem 
to 


be getting smaller and poorer. 
If 


this tendency continues. I should not 
be surprised to see it cet int6 politics 
within the next few years. The inde- 
pendent retailers will probably en- 
deavor to submit to Congress and to 
state legislatures various quack cures. 
The retailers will attempt the same 
solution for their problems as have 
the wage-workers 
an<3 the farmers, 


legislation ivill probably be presented 
to bring about rent reductions, im- 
prove credit facilities and even at- 
tempt to protect profits. It must be 
remembered that although big busi- 
ness has the profits, yet little busi- 
ness has the votes.

preciable wear on any part of the en- 
gines.

tor performance," declared John A. 
Xichols, Jr., president of the Falcon 
Motor Corporation, in commenting on 
the severe road test being undergone 
by the eight cars. "Due to the prin-

road test will show little noticeable 
wear at the ertd of 75,000 miles.
